2. EMBASSY HAS REVIEWED REF IR AND OFFERS THE FOLLOWING COMMENTS: 

(A) THERE ARE A NUMBER OF BANDS OF GROUPS SUCH AS RAS- 
TAFARIANS. HIPPIES, ETC. WHICH LIVE IN COMMUNITIES IN THE HILLS 
OF JAMAICA. FOR THE MOST PART THESE GROUPS ARE NOT ARMED 

AND APOLITICAL. THE EMBASSY HAS NOT RUN ACROSS ANY INFORMATION 
TO THE EFFECT THAT SUCH GROUPS ARE COMMUNIST ORIENTED. 

(B) THERE EXIST COMPOUNDS AS DESCRIBED IN THE ATTACHMENT TO 
TEF IR WHICH ARE INVOLVED IN THE MARIJUANA TRADE. THESE ARE ALSO 
APOLITICAL AND ONLY INTHE BUSINESS FOR THE PURPOSE OF MAKING A 
BUCK. 

(C) THE INTEGRITY OF THE JCF MIDDLE LEVELS IS QUESTIONABLE. 

MINISTER MATALON, HIMSELF, HAS YET TO ESTABLISH FULL CONFIDENCE 
IN THE FCF MIDDLE LEVEL LEADERSHIP.
